HE Hereditary Prince of Heffe-Caffel 
has pafs’d the Po with his Body of 
Troops over the Bridge at Lago Of- 
curo ; and the 1ft of this Moath was 
advanc’d to Revere, marching wiih Ex- 
pedition towards the Cremoneze ; in Order (‘tis fup- 
pos'd) to joyn Prince Eugene, or to enclofe between 
them the Forces of the 2 Crowns commanded by 
the Count de Medavi, and help to reduce the Places 
of the Milaneze that are ftill in the Hands of the 
French. 
From the Antwerp Coursnt, dared O&. 19. 
Milan, O&. 4. The Governour of our Caftle will 
not hear of furrendring, but makes great Preparati- 
ons forits Defence. His Garrifon confifts of 3000 
Men. The Place is block’d up by 5000 Men,. 
but “tis believ’d it muft foon yield ; becaufe nei- 
ther this Caftle nor any other Place in the Milaneze 
is provided with Magazines, almoft ail the Stores 
of Ammunition and Piovifions having been fent to the 
Siege of Turin. Prince Eugene is at prefent with’ 
15 or 160co Men about Muzza not far from Lodi,. 
which Town he will endeavour-so take, to facilitate 
his befieging Pavia. We have Advice, that the 
French having Intelligence the Imperialifts were 
advanc'd to Lodi, retir’d from Picighitone to Cre- 
mona. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Od, 10. 
Geneva, O&. 10. A Letter dated from Marignano 
the 28:h of September runs thus, viz. The Duke 
of Savoy ishere. Te Deum was fang in Milan the

Count Tilli is to command in Louvain, 
and to have under him M. Dedem and the Earl of 
Athlone. M. Salith is to command in Mechlen, and 


to have under him M. Dompre, and Colliers. The 


Earl of Albemarle is to command at Liege and on 
the Maefe, and to have under him M. Hompefch, 
Oxenftern, Soutland, and La Lecq. The Englith 
Troops are to Quarter in Ghent, with their General 
Officers ; and the Danes in Bruges. The Troops 
of Lunenbourg are to be quarter’d on the Demer 
ard in Louvain, M. Murray is to command in 
Courtray, M. Fagel in Sluys, M. Pallant in Aeth, 
and M. Lauder in Hult or Dendermond, of which 
they are the feveral Governours. The Brigadiers 
are commanded to keep near their re{pective Regi- 
menrs, ’Tis talk’d the Duke of Marlborough will 
leave the Army in a few Days, and go to the 
Hague ; and that after he has concerted Meafures 
with the States upon fome Affair of Confequence, he 
will make a Journey up into Germany, to Vienna, 
Saxony, or Berlin ; o¢ perhaps to all three. Letters 
from Paris of the 16th Inftant fay, that the Court 
of France being apprehenfive the Defeat their Army 
receiv’d before Turin and the Progrefs the Duke of 
Savoy and Prince Eugene have fince made, may 
have a verv bad Influence upon their Affairs in 
S>ain, have refolv’d to fend back into the Plain of 
Piemont a Body of Troops, to maintain themfelves 
there till the tharter’'d Army of the Duke of Orleans 
is ‘na Condition to march thither. Some Letters 
acd, that che Detachment of French that had entred 
the Valley of Aofte, have been oblig’d to retire, nor 
being able to maintain themfelves there. They tell
